TOWN WARRANT. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport qualified to vote in town 
affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall of Newport. in 
said Newport, on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects, namely : 

- ARTICLE 1. Two choose three Selectmen, a Town Clerk, and a Town 
Treasurer for the year ensuing. 

ArT. 2. To choose a Collector of Taxes and all other necessary 
town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

Art. 3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the support of schools, for paying the town debt and de- 
fraying the interest thereon, and for other necessary charges arising in 
said town, for the maintainance of the poor, for cemeteries, parks and 
commons, and to improve the same. 

ArT. 4. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for laying out and repairing highways and sidewalks, 
and building and repairing bridges, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ArT. 5. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, Board of 
Selectmen of the town, and the reports of Auditors, Agents, Commit- 
tees or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

ArT. 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of fifty 
dollars to defray the expenses of Memorial Day, and pay the same over 
to the quarter-master of Fred Smyth Post No. 10, G. A. R., Depart- 
ment of New Hampshire. 

ART. 7. To see what action the town will take in regard to lighting 
its streets, and to choose all necessary committees, provide for all nec- 
essary contracts and raise and appropriate any money deemed necessary 
or expedient therefor. 

ArT. 8. To choose a Board of Water Commissioners. 

ArT. 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Water Commissioners to extend the water system on streets not now 
covered by the mains andl pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to appropriate any sum of 
money for hydrant service and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ArT. 1l. To see what action the town will take as to furnishing 
water from the water works system for watering troughs, public foun- 
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tains, street sprinkling or other uses and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ART. 12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum not to 
exceed six thousand dollars ($6,000) to be expended in building sewers 
in Newport village, and pass any vote relating thereto, 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen or 
Road Agent to concrete or pave the highway from the iron bridge on 
Main Street south to Wheeier’s Corner, so called, and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 

ART. 14. To see if the town will vote to purchase the bell formerly 
used in the Universalist church in Newport village and use the same 
for a fire alarm bell and appropriate money for the same and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

Arr. 15. To see what action the town will take in the case cf Geo. 
W. Cain against the town of Newport, the same having been referred 
to the town by the Supreme Court of Sullivan County at the November 
term, 1895, and appropriate money for the same, if needed. Also what 
action the town will take in regard to any claims George W. Cain may 
have against the town of Newport on account of the Small Pox in his 
house in the Spring of 1895 and appropriate money for the same and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

ART. 16. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
one hundred dollars ($100) to be expended in Maple Street Cemetery 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ART. 17. To see if the town will vote to build a new receiving tomb 
at North Newport, and apprupriate money for the same, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

ArT. 18, To see if the town will vote to quitclaim to the First Bap. 
tist church of Newport its interest in the land of said church situated 
at the North end of the Common and instruct the Selectmen to execute 
a deed of the same and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 19 To transact any other busihess that may legally come be- 
fore said meeting.

‘Fire Engineers’ Report. 


To the Selectmen of Newport, NewHampshire : 

The Engineers beg leave to submit the following report of 
the condition of the Fire Department, consisting of the follow- 
ing apparatus: One second class Silsby Steam Fire Engine; 
one hose wagon, capacity 900 feet ; one hose reel, capacity 500 
feet ; one hose reel, capacity 400 feet; one hose sleigh, capac- 
ity 1200 feet; one hook and ladder truck, equipped with one 
Bangor extension ladder 55 feet long, one 30 ft. ladder, two 24 
ft. ladders, two 22 ft. ladders, one 15 ft. and one 18 ft. lad- 
der, and one supply wagon. 

All the above apparatus is in good repair, and the department 
is fully equipped with spanners, belts, nozzles, ete. The de- 
partment is also equipped with 2,800 feet rubber lined hose, 
1000 feet being new the balance being well worn and should be 
replaced in the near future, and 100 feet garden hose for use at 
small fires inside. ‘There are also two hand engines belonging 
to the department neither of which are in use. We have en- 
deavored to get an offer for the large one but have been unsuc- 
cessful in getting a satisfactory bid. : 

The buildings are in first class repair. 

The Electric Alarm System consists of one striker on the 
town bell and seven small bells in houses and livery stables. 
One bell has been added to the system the past year. This 
branch of the department should be extended by the adding of 
more alarm boxes, as there are several localities in the village 
too remote from the present boxes. 

There are 38 men in the department, who are fully equipped 
with suits for service also with, new uniforms for dress, pur- 
chased from their own funds during the past year. 

During the year the department has responded to four 
alarms, but their services were not needed and the loss was 
trifling. 

There has been one fire at No. Newport entailing a loss of 
about $200.

Water Commissioners’ Report. 


To the citizens of the town of Newport: 


The Board of Water Commissioners herein present their 
second annual report for the fiscal year ending Feb. 15th, 1896. 

Our financial report shows that the selectmen have paid. bills 
approved by the Board to the amount of five thousand eight 
hundred twenty-seven dollars and fifty-eight cents, ($5,827.58) 

Of this amount there was paid L. A. Taylor twelve hundred 
forty-two dollars and eighty cents, ($1,242.80.) Balance on 
construction account paid B. R. Allen, for labor performed ~in 
1894, ten dollars, ($10.00.) 
~ We have expended on permanent improvements at and in 
counection with the reservoir the following sums: 

Wall around reservoir lot, eight hundred dollars and eighty- 
seven cents, ($800.87.) Wire fench on top of embankment, 
one hundred two dollars and two cents, ($102.02.) Waste 
water pipe and land damage for same, two hundred twenty- 
seven dollars and seventy-nine cents, ($227.79), and for blind 
ditch, seventeen dollars and fifty cents, ($17.50.) 

We have had two breaks and two leaks in the mains, that 
cost one hundred eleven dollars and twenty-one cents to re- 
pair, ($111.21.) 

Of the balance, twenty-five hundred fifty-one dollars and 
sixty cents, ($2,551.60) has been expended in service pipe con- 
struction and repairs, and eight hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars, ($875.00) for salaries of Board of Commissioners and 
Superintendent. 

One hundred and four services were laid during the year re- 
quiring 156 feet two inch galvanized iron pipe, 1411 feet 8 inch- 
es of one and one quarter inch cemment-lined pipe, and 6252 
feet of one inch cemmet-lined pipe, which makes the amount of 
service pipe laid to date: 
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11,421 feet one inch cement-lined pipe 

1,822 ‘** one and quarter inch cement-lined pipe 

381 ‘¢ 2 inch galvanized iron pipe 

42 ‘* 6 inch cast iron pipe supplying two ten horse power 
motors at the shoe shop making a total of 13,666 
feet or nearly two and three-fifths miles. 

We have added during the year, two ten and two two- 
horse power motors, making six now in use. 

Number of services to date 201. 

The water rents (not including appropriation for hydrants) 
received this year amount to $2,074.55, which has been paid to 
the town treasurer, as has money received from other sources 
amounting to $1,579.25 

Among the bills paid were those of L. A. Taylor and B. R. 
Allen amounting to $1,252.80 which were liabilities at the be- 
ginning of the year. Deducting this amount. and the amount 
received from F. A. Rawson and others for service pipe laid; 
$1.579.25 would leave the net expenditure for salaries. labor 
and materials for the year $2,995.53 

By referring to the report of the Selectmen it will be seen 
that they have drawn orders on water works account during the 
year to the amount of $5,921.19. Of this amount C. M. Emer- 
son, treasurer of the Board, has turned back into the Select- 
men’s hands $390,82 leaving the amount of $5,530.37. To this 
amount adding $302.61 in Mr. Emerson’s hands at the begin- 
ning of the year, which has also been expended, the amount be- 
comes $5,852.98 Deducting $5.00 paid on an 1894 bill and 40 
cents error in George Goodhue’s account, the amount becomes 
the same as in our report $5,827.58 as per schedule of bills.

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Report of Board of Health. 


To the Selectmen of Newport : 


We congratulate the town for another year without any epi- 
demic or prevailing sickness, except a general run of measles 
and whooping cough, which in most cases proved a mild at- 
tack. ) 


' <A few cases of typhoid fever were reported, two of which 
proved fatal. 


Sporadic cases of scarlet fever were reported throughout 
nearly the whole year and a few cases of diphtheria. In each 
case the sick, and when deemed necessary the whole family, 
were quarantined ; and upon recovery, those who had been ex- 
posed and the rooms occupied were disinfected according to 
the regulations of the State Board of health. By this course 
we have prevented a general epidemic of either disease. 

On the 20th of April a case of small pox 10 days along, was 
found in the person of Mr. George W. Cain, which was imme- 
diately quarantined, and all possible measures were taken to 
prevent its spread. In this we were successful, though fora 
time, great apprehension was felt because of the exposure of a 
considerable number of persons, before it was known. Upon 
investigation it was fonnd that three other cases of this dread 
disease had been upon the premises of Mr. Cain in the persons 
of Mr. George Bartlett and two sons, the latter being varioloid. 
June 21st we were notified that some emigrants who had come 
to New York in a ship infected with the small pox were on 
their way to Newport, and we were directed by the State 
Board of Health to take care of them. This we did though 
fortunately none of them developed the disease. 

On the evening of the 18th of April we were warned of 
three cases of scarlet fever concealed at the residence of Mr. 
Herbert Wright, who occupied a tenement on Court Square. 

On investigation the next morning three cases of scarlet fever 
were found in the persons of Mr. and Mrs. Wright and child, 
-the two latter being convalescent. Two cases of the disease 
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developed in the village evidently from exposure to some of 
the Wright family. . 

The neglect to notify any one of the disease seemed so flag- 
rant a violation of the State law, as to require prosecution. Suit. 
was brought against the attending physician for neglect to re-. 
port the disease. 

It was our desire to have the suit tried and terminated at the 
November term of court, and the defendant agreed to try the. 
case at that time, but when the court was in session he proeur- 
ed a continuance, and filed an affidavit, asserting that he knew 
nothing of the first two cases, and the third lacked time to de- 
velop and seemed to be only a suspicious case. ‘The suit is. 
still pending. | 

In several cases of complaint or upon inquiry, in case of 
sickness, we have found impure water unfit for family use; in 
some cases the persons interested have cheerfully complied with 
our instructions and procured of their own accord, a supply of 
pure water; others have resisted until we were compelled to: 
procure an analysis by the State chemist at some expense and 
an order from the State Board of Health. 

Some have felt injured by our action, but in every case we- 
are sustained by the highest medical authority of the state, and 
assure our neighbors that we have been actuated bya single 
desire, to benefit allaffected thereby. 

The expenses incurred by the board, are much larger than 
usual and were caused chiefly by the sinall pox and scarlet 
fever. 

While cleaning the premises of Mr..Cain from the infection 
of small pox, it was thought best by the best authority we 
could get to destroy the old building in which Bartlett and his 
sons were living when sick; also some furniture in Mr. Cain's. 
house. We could not agree with Mr. Cain as to the matter of 
damages. He claimed much more than we felt authorized to- 
pay. At Mr. Cain’s request the matter is referred to the town, 
to vote what it pleases at the annual meeting. 

We again call the attention of the town to the great need of — 
sewers, for the largest part or rather the whole of the village... 
The introduction of the town water increases the need of sewers. - 
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The presence of sewers accessible to every dwelling would 
much better enable everybody to havea bath room and _ closet, 
and increase the demand for water, thereby increasing the ir- 
come and profits of our water works, and render unnecessary 
the cesspools that are always a menace to health. 

We invite attention to the rules and regulations adopted by 
the board April 20th, 1895, approved by the selectmen and pub- 
lished in the local papers. We believe their careful study and 
‘faithful observance to be condusive to the health of all, and 
especially to good will among neighbors. 

Complaints have been made of the central school building, 
particularly with reference to the Grammar and Intermediate 
school rooms and the new rooms on the east side. The means 
for heating and ventilation are very poor. The greatest cause 
for complaint in a sanitary point of view, is the condition of 
the lower floors, placed so near the ground as to prevent venti- 
lation underneath. The gases that accumulate under the floors 
will gain access to the rooms above, to the injury of the teach- 
ers and pupils who are confined in the rooms so many hours in 
the day, producing disease, as we believe, that in some cases 
has proved fatal to some of our brightest pupils. 

Mr. John A. Bowers has filed a written complaint calling at- 
tention to the defects above named which we fully endorse. 

We have carefully examined the premises and do not con- 
ceive any method of repairs or system of remodeling, that 
would be sufficient to remove the trouble at any reasonable ex- 
pense. | 

We earnestly invite the attention of the voters in town to 
the necessity of a new schovol house, built with reference to the 
health of teachers and pupils.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


The close of the fiscal year finds all of the schools under our 
supervision, with possibly one exception where parental disci- 
pline has not seconded the efforts of the teacher as it should 
have done, in a most satisfactory and healthful condition. No 
contagious diseases or general epidemics have broken in upon 
the work, as was the case last year. We cannot but feel that 
the past year has, taken as a whole, been the most profitable 
and progressive of any since the schools have been under the 
supervision of the present board. Only two new teachers have 
been employed during the year. The fact that we have been 
able to keep with us so many of our previously employed teach- 
ers, is, we believe, in no small degree accountable for the re- 
sults attained. Where satisfaction is given and good work 
being done a change in teachers is more or less of a problem, 
the solution of which should not be attempted, so long as it can 
be avoided. We believe that a more faithful conscientious 
and well-equipped corps of teachers than those now in charge 
of our schools will be hard to find. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year we found that the legisla- 
ture then in session had placed upon our statute books a law re- 
quiring an annual enumeration to be made in the month of 
April, under the supervision of the board, of all children in the 
town between the ages of five and sixteen years. We appoint- 
ed Mr. John A. Bowers, as truant officer, which appointment 
carried with it the duty of making this enumeration. Previous 
to the enattment of this law it had been the duty of the select- 
men to make this enumeration at the time of the annual inven- 
tory for the purpose of assessment of taxes, they reporting the 
results in totals to the school board. ‘These enumerations have 
had no system such as would secure accuracy or formany basis 
for the enumeration by the truant officer. We were therefore 
obliged to start out on an entirely new and independent basis. 
A thorough house to house canvas was made and the informa- 
tion gathered in this manner was tabulated and recorded in a 
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book specially prepared for the purpose, and is to be found in 
a convenient and concise form for future reference. 

This enumeration showed a total of 441 children between the 
ages of five and sixteen years, divided as follows,—Boys 232, 
girls 209. From the information derived from this census we 
found that there were a good many children in town who were 
not attending school, as required by law, and the truant officer 
was instructed to look after such and so far as possible secure 
their attendance at the proper school. 

. Mr. Bowers resigned early in the fall, and Mr. James C. 
Grandy was appointed for the unexpired term. In attempting 
to enforce the truancy laws, we found that we were powerless 
beyond a certain point, on account of a lack of some regularly 
adopted district by-laws, and we shall submit to the district at 
the annual meeting a draft of such rules and regulations as will, 
we think, enable us, if adopted, to compel the attendance of a 
certain class of children in town, who are now growing up in 
ignorance. 

The enumeration by the truant officer showed 50 children 
between the ages of five and sixteen years, who had not attend- 
ed school from Sept. 1894, to the enumeration in April, 1895. 
Of this number, sixteen were between five and six years of age, 
and a majority of these had attained the age of five years dur- 
ing the period mentioned. Of the other thirty-four who. were 
between six and sixteen, a few, probably about twelve, seemed 
to furnish satisfactory excuses for their non-attendance, so that 
a little upwards of twenty were left to be looked after by the 
truant officer. Such children as had attended private schools 
or kindergartens are not included in the above number of non- 
attendents. 

We have had considerable difticulty during the past year in 
keeping the pupiis equally divided between the three primary 
schools and have found it necessary to several times change the 
lines of division throughout the village. Here we find another 
strong argument for the consolidation of these three primaries 
into one building. 

We were pleased to note an unusually large number entering 
our High School from the out-lying divisions at the commence- 
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ment of the Fall term. We wish to impress upon the parents 
of the town, the advantages that they can give their children in 
the way of a High School course, at the small outlay that the 
present arrangement contemplates, and it seems to us that no 
child should be deprived of the benefits that are thus offered to 
them, without careful consideration. 

One Institute has been held by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction in this County during the year, and this was attend- 
ed by every teacher then in our employ, with one exception. 
All reported a profitable gathering. As usual we have held one | 
Teachers’ Meeting each term, with the exception of the term in 
which the Institute above referred too occurred, and these meet- 
ings have been well attended by our teachers, and an unusually 
large degree of interest has been developed in the programs 
presented. 

We are now in the middle of our third year in the instruct- 
ion in vocal music by a special teacher. Good progress has 
been made in this branch, and the different schools are now 
very well graded so that we may reasonably expect even more 
progress in the future. We-believe that the introduction of 
this branch as a special feature in our schools has now passed 
beyond the experimental stage and that both pupils and parents 
would be slow to abandon this part of the curriculum. 

We desire to extend thanks to Mrs. A. C. Bradley for valua- 
ble additions to the reference books of the Grammar _ school, 
she having placed there some fifteen volumes ; also to Dr. John 
L. Swett for a fine large United States map hung on the walls 
of the South Primary. 

Libraries have been started in the No. Newport, and Kelley- 
ville divisions to which substantial additions have been made 
during the year by the respective schools, from funds raised by | 
entertainments. This is a work that seems very commendable, 
and one that should be encouraged by all who are interested in 
public instruction. 

The text books of United States History have been changed 
during the year. The one adopted being composed of two 
books, one of which is adapted to the lower grades, and is in a 
measure a preparatory work for the more advance book. We 
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have also adopted a Physiology for use in all grades between 
the primaries and High School, and have so divided the text 
that all of the pupils may receive instruction, as provided by 
law. E 

Our High School has been unusually large throughout the 
year. There are at the present time six pupils registered from 
outside of the town. 

We have encouraged the observance of National Holidays by 
programs calculated to teach lessons of self-respect and patriot- 
ism to our pupils, and we firmly believe that such subjects are 
as important factors in their education as mathematics or geog- 
raphy. Who does not believe that such exercises as those 
given by the Grammar and Intermediate grades in the ‘Town 
Hall in the evening of Feb. 2\st, are of lasting benefit to those 
who took part, as well as to those who listened. 

The expenditures during the year for repaiis have been large- 
ly made on the housés in the outlying divisions, we having com- 
pleted the work commenced the year beforé, of overhauling 
and putting in first class shape, all of the outside school build- 
ings, with the exception of the one at North Newport, the re- 
pairs of which were at the last annual school meeting put into 
the hands of a special committee. Every school-house in town 
that is now occupied is equipped with modern seats, we having 
during the past year removed the last of the old fashioned 
wooden benches. We feel that we can now point with pride to 
the character and condition of our school-houses outside of the 
village. ‘Lhey are in such shape that a small annual outlay 
will now keep them in excellent repair. We heartily wish that 
we could make as favorable comments in regard to the buildings 
in the village. The three primaries are in comfortable condi- 
tion, but the arrangement and grading of these schools is far 
from satisfactory. As they are now arranged, each of the three 
schools has four different grades. With the consolidation into 
one building centrally located, and without any increase in ex- 
pense for teachers or janitors, each teacher could devote her en- 
tire time to the pupils of a single grade, and the results that 
would be obtained by this arrangement would be as much in ad- 
vance of those now obtainable as are the results obtained in a 
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well graded system of schools over those known as mixed 
schools. We have been compelled to continue the school in the 
Armory building throughout the year, and at present we are 
unable to forecast the time when this school can be discontinued. 
That this room is totally unfit for use as a school room, none 
are better aware than the members of your board. ‘They have 
however, no apologies to make, they simply secured the only 
room that was available. ‘The surroundings are bad, there is 
no play-ground, and the open condition of the building beneath 
the school room has made it necessary for a large number of 
the pupils to provide foot stones to enable them to attain to 


any degree of comfort. ‘That there have been colds contracted 
and sicknesses resulting from the impossibility of properly 
warming and ventilating this room is beyond question. If any 
parent or citizen has any doubts as to our statements in regard 
to this matter, we ask them to visit the room the first time the 
thermometer registers around zero. Parents and citizens, what 
are you going to do to remedy this state of affairs ? 

Nothing has been expended on the Central Building during 
the year except for incidental repairs. Weseem to have ex- 
hausted all of the resources at our command, by any reasonable 
outlay, in the proper heating, ventilating and sanitary arrange- 
ments of this building. ‘The results are far from satisfactory. 
It seems to us that it would be a waste of money to spend any- 
thing further upon this house. Complaints have been made 
during the year to the local Board of Health in regard to the 
building. We have expressed a willingness to receive from 
them any suggestions for remedying the existing conditions of 
affairs at any outlay that was within our scope as a board. We 
have gone over the matter carefully with them, and we think 
convinced them that we are doing everything in our power to 
get the best results that are obtainable with the surroundings. 
The State Board of Health have becn asked to examine the 
building and make sugyestions for either temporary or perman- 
ent relief, but they give no encouragement that we cau attain 
anything like satisfactory results without such a thorough over- 
hauling and remodelling, as would practically mean a new struct- | 
ure. It seems to us that the condition of affairs at the Central 
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Building, coupled with that mentioned in connection with the 
Armory calls for some action at the coming school meeting that 
Shall remedy these evils and give to Newport village some school 
houses that will compare favorably with her residences, busi- 
ness blocks, opera house, churches and public library, and with 
the school buildings of other towns of similar size and enter- 
prise in this and neighboring states. 

It has been customary in previous reports to incorporate a 
large amount of statistical information in regard to the schools 
in the way of tables. Owing to a changein the state law, which 
requires this statistical information to be given to the Supt. of 
Public Instruction for the fiscal year ending August Ist. it has 
been deemed advisable to cover into this report the necessary 
information from March 15th, 1895, the time to which our last 
annual report gave this information to Aug. 1, 1895, the time to 
which we have now made report to the State Superintendent. 
Then in future reports to the town the school board can cover 
in the statistical information from Aug. Ist., to Aug. Ist, of 
each year, and use the same data for this part of the report as 
was used for the report to the State Superintendent, and in 
this way save a large amount of labor. This course we adopt 
at the suggestion of Supt. Gowing. 

The following statistics will therefore cover the Spring or 
summer term of 1895 only: The length of the spring term of 
the schools in the Central Building and Armory was 14 weeks. 
In the primaries, 11 weeks, and in the outlying divisions, 10 
weeks. The nuinber of teachers employed was 18 ; two gentle- 
men, and 16 ladies. The enrollment of pupils for this term 
five years of age and upwards, attending not less than two 
weeks, was, boys.221, girls 224. The average membership 
was 374; average daily attendance, 334. Per cent. of atten- 
dance, 90. The largest number of pupils in any school was 52, 
the least number, 8. Number of pupils not absent during the 
term, 67. ‘The total number of visits of the Board, exclusive 
of those for the delivery of supplies, during the term was 38, 
and of parents and citizens for the same period was 268. 

We have been able with the funds at our command to meet 
the actual expenses of maintaining the schools up to the 15th 
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of Feb. There should however, in our cpinion, be sufficient 
funds left in the treasury after doing this, to meet the bills in- 
curred for the balance of the winter term, as we are obliged to 
include only a part of this term’s expenses in our fiscal year, as 
the village schools, with the exception of the primaries do not 
finish this term until well into March. Last year we had _ suffi- 
cient cash left on hand to meet these bills, as a different divi- 
sion of the terms left only two weeks of the teachers’ salaries 
unpaid, where this year there will be four weeks. In addition 
to this we have bought and had delivered forty cords of wood, 
which is substantially a supply for the coming year, which has 
not been paid for. ‘To meet these bills and some other inciden- 
tal expenses we have on hand only about $140. It was 
thought that the estimates of last year would be ample to carry 
us to the close of the winter term, but owing to a decrease of 
about $200, in the amount received from the Literary Fund 
over the previous year, and an expenditure for repairs above 
the amount estimated, and some other minor matters, we find 
ourselves in the situation-above indicated. We would recom- 
mend that a sufficient sum be raised this year to cover this de- 
ficiency and provide ample funds to meet the expenses of the 
schoo's to the close of the winter term of 96 and ’97, and pay 
for the stock of fuel for the ensuing year which it seems to us 
should be purchased in the early winter.
